INSPIRING WORDS 
Prom inent Virginian Henry Lee delivered the fol­ 
lowing funeral oration f o r his fallen contem porary 
and friend, George Washington, 
F irs t in war, first in peace, and first in the hearts 
of his countrymen, he was second to none in the 
humble and endearing scenes of private life; pious, 
just, humane, tem perate and sincere; uniform, 
dignified and commanding, his example was edify­ 
ing to all around him, as w'ere the effects of that 
example lasting. 
To his equals he was condescending, to his in­ 
ferio rs kind, and to the dear object of his affec­ 
tions exem plarily tender; co rrect throughout, vice 
sh lddered in his presence, and virtue always 
felt his fostering hand; the' purity of his private 
character gave effulgence to his public virtues. 
His last scene comported with the whole tenor 
of his life -- although in extrem e pain, not a 
sigh, not a groan escaped him; and w ith undis­ 
turbed serenity he closed his w ell-spent life. Such 
w is the man A m erica has lost, such was the 
man for whom our nation mourns. 
Methinks I see his august image, and I hear 
falling from his venerable lips t h e s e deep-sinking 
words; 
“ Cease, Sons of A m erica, lamenting our sep­ 
aration; go on, and confirm by your wisdom the 
fruits of our joint councils, joint efforts and com ­ 
mon dangers; reverence religion, diffuse knowl­ 
edge throughout your land, patronize the a rts and 
sciences; let Liberty and O rder be inseparable 
companions. Control party sp irit, the bane of free 
governm ents; observe good faith to, and cultivate 
peace with, all nations... be A m ericans in thought, 
word and deed; thus w ill you give im m ortality to 
that union which was the constant object of my 
te rre s tria l labors; thus will you preserve un­ 
disturbed to the latest posterity the felicity of 
a people to me most dear, and thus will you sup­ 
ply (if my happiness is now aught to you) the only 
vacancy in the round of pure bliss high Heaven 
bestow s.” 
Among the most revered orations was that by 
young P atrick Henry on March 23, 1775 to the 
V irginia provincial convention to which he was a 
delegate. The Virginia House of B urgesses had 
been dissolved in 1774, and revolutionary spirit 
was ram pant in the land. P atrick Henry reviewed 
the state of affairs between B ritain and the A m er­ 
ican Colonies; 
s ir, that we are weak, unable to 
formidable an adversary. 
But 
be stronger? 
Will it be the next 
week, or the next year? Will it be when we are 
totally disarm ed, and when a B ritish guard shall 
be stationed in every house? 
Shall we gather 
strength 
by irresolution and inaction? Shall we 
..squire the means of effectual resistance lying 
supinely on our backs, and hugging the delusive 
phantom of Hope, until our enem ies shall have 
bound us hand and foot? 
Sir, we are not w'eak, 
if we make a proper use of those means which 
the God of nature hath placed in our power. Three 
millions of people, arm ed in the holy cause of 
liberty, and in such a country as that which we 
possess, are invincible by any force which our 
enem> can send against us. Besides, sir, we shall 
not fight our battles alone. There is a just God who 
p resides over the destinies of nations; and W'ho 
will raise up friends to fight our battles for us. 
The battle, sir, is not to the strong alone; it is 
to the vigilant, the active, the brave. B esides, 
s ir we have no election. If we, the brave, w ere 
base enough to desite it, 
it is now too late to 
re tire from the contest. There is no re tre a t but 
into 
submission and slavery! Our chains arc 
forged, their clanking may be heard on the plains 
of Boston! The war is inevitable, and let it come! 
I repeat it, s ir, let it come! 
It is in vain, sir, to extenuate the m atter. Gen­ 
tlem en may cry peace! peace! but there is no 
peace! The war is actually begun! The next gale 
that sweeps from the north will bring to our ears 
the clash of resounding arm s! Our brethren are 
already in the field! Why stand we here idle? 


W nat is it that gentlemen wish? What would they 
have? 
Is life so dear, or peace so sweet, as to 
be purchased at the price of chains and slavery? 
Forbid it, Almighty God! I know not what course 
o thers may take; but as for me, give me liberty 
o r give me death! 
Few men in history, taking into account all ages 
past, as well as the present, ever m astered the 
spoken word as did the late Sir Winston Churchill. 
C enturies will pass before mankind forgets his in­ 
spiring words. 
On May 13, 1940, Churchill stood before P arlia­ 
ment as the new P rim e M inister to organize a 
government and execute a w ar. He said; 
I say to the House as I said to the Ministers 
who have joined this government, I have nothing 
to offer but blood, toil, te ars and sweat. We have 
before us an ordeal of the most grievous kind. 
We have before us many, many months of strug­ 
gle and suffering. 
You ask what is our policy? I say it is to wage 
w ar by land, sea and air. War with all our might 
and with all the strength God has given us, and 
to wage war against a monstrous tyranny never 
surpassed in the dark and lamentable catalogue 
of human crim e. That is our policy. 
You ask what is our aim ? I can answer in one 
word. It is victory. Victory at all costs, victory 
in spite of all te rro r, victory however long and 
hard the road may be; for without victory there is 
no survival. 
Let thai be realized. No survival for the British 
E m pire, no survival for all that the British Em­ 
pire has stood for. . .. 
I take up my task in buoyancy 
sure that our cause will not be 
among men. 
I feel entitled at this juncture, 
claim the aid of all and to say, 
us go forward together with our united strength.” 
On April 19, 1951, Gen. Douglas 
MacArthur 
spoke to a joint session of Congress and announced 
his retirem ent. Late in his speech, he spokethe.se 
stirrin g words: 
In war there can be no substitute fur victory. 
T here are some who for varying reasons woald 
appease Red China. They are blind to history’s 
c lea r lesson, for history teaches with unm is­ 
takable em phasis that appeasement but begets new 
and bloodier war. It points to no single instance 
where the end has justified that means, where ap­ 
peasem ent has led to m ore than a sham peace. 
Like blackmail, it lays the basis for new and 
successively g reater demands until, as in black­ 
mail, violence becomes the only other alterna­ 
tive. Why, my soldiers asked of me, surrender 
m ilitary advantages to an enemy in the field? I 
could not answ er. 
Some may say to avoid spread of the conflict 
into an all-out war with China. O thers, to avoid 
Soviet intervention. Neither explanation seems 
valid, for China is already engaging with the 
maximum power it can commit, and the Soviet 
will not necessarily mesh its actions with our 
moves. Like 
a cobra any new enemy will more 
likely strike whenever it feels that the relativity 
in military or other potential is in its favor on a 
world-wide basis. 
The tragedy of Korea is further heightened by 
the fact that its m ilitary 
action is confined to 
its te rrito ria l 
limits. 
It condemns that nation, 
which it is our purpose to save, to suffer the de­

NO BOWING TO MOBS 
Even 
as 
the 
“ no-win” 
dements are opposed to the use 
of massive force to achieve an 
American victory in Vietnam, 
they 
are 
opposed 
to 
the 
employment of adequate police 
treasures to restore law and 
order to the cities of America. 
Setting forth the “ no-win” 
line on riots, Atty. Gen. Ramsey 
dark recently told the American 
Society of Newspaper Editors: 
“ I do not believe that the use of 
deadly force by law enforcement 
officers is permissible except in 
self-defense 
or 
when 
it 
is 
necessary to protect the lives of 
others.” 
Mr. 
dark's 
statement 
in 
effect was a reply to Mayor 
Richard J. Daley of Chicago who 
had criticized his own police 
force for not shooting looters 
and arsonists. The Mayor issued 
orders that deadly force be used 
in future outbreaks of violence. 
The Attorney General’s weak 
argument was that shooting of 
looters could lead to a “ very 
dangerous escalation” of racial 
violence in the cities. His world 
must have had a sweet sound to 
the apostles of street violence 
whose slogan is “ bum, baby, 
bum.” They have had the word 
from the chief law enforcement 
o f f i c e r 
o f 
t he 
federal 
government that protecting the 
lives of looters and arsonists is 
more important than stoppoing 
barbaric outbreaks in America’s 
towns and cities. 
In effect saying that the lives 
of lawbreakers come ahead of 
defense 
of 
property 
or the 
prevention of dasastrous I ires. 
Mr. d ark turns his back on 
every 
principle 
of law and 
practice of law enforcement. 
Shooting of looters always has 
been 
standard 
practice 
in 
America. Moreover, police are 
regularly authorized to shoot 
burglars or other persons who 
resist arrest or who are fleeing 
from the scene of a crime and 
will not stop, virtually disarmed? 
Mr. d ark ’s statement points to a 
wholy new attitude regarding 
crimes against property. 
Hie illogic of mr. d ark ’s 
statement is underscored by the 
fact that a property owner is 
fully entitled under the law to 
use 
firearms 
to protect 
his 
property. If a homeowner or the 
owner of a store is legally 
entitled to shoot a looter or an 
a r s o n i s t , 
why 
should 
a 
policemen not have that right? 
Mr. Clark’s statement carries 
the 
suggestion of a curious 
philosophy - the philosophy 
that property is not important. 
But ownership of property, in 
the 
Amo" ic an 
system, 
is a 
fundamental civil right. A home 
cr a store is the product of an 
individual’s enterprise or the 
labor and savints of a number of 
people. Life’s struggle has gone 
into every private dwelling and 
business in this country. Society 
can’t just say “ sorry about that” 
when a home or store is gutted 
or burned. Local government 
m ist not say to the taxpayer, 
“ The money and effort you have 
put into your property doesn't 
really have any value. We have to 
be concerned that no harm 
befalls the youngster with the 
Molotov cocktail or the citizen 
with 
an 
armload of stolen 
shirts.” No, society can't operate 
on that philosophy and still be 
civilized. 
What deserves defense is, first 
of all, die law-abiding citizen’s 
life, and then the propo'ty of 
that type of good citizen. The 
law-breaker is entitled to only

C A N Trust Those We Elect

WASHINGTON (NEA) 
Today’s threat stir over 
credibility rn governm ent’’ reflects 
adversely not only upon some men in public office, but upon 
many American citizens who spread widely the notion that 
mistrust should be our watchword. 
In the Saturday Evening Post, Daniel P. Moynihan, the 
urbanologist, quotes a Britisher as say ing of the American 
approach to government that the “ one all-important secret” 
we have is “ the knowledge of how to trust one another.’’ 
Trust is indeed a root m atter in our democratic system. We 
elect a president and U.S. senators to speak for us in the 
large, and a representative to attend to our narrower, more 
local concerns. Implicit in this process is the idea of trusting. 
lf. in advance, we have reason not to trust an individual, 
presumably we do not elect him. If. in office, he proves un­ 
worthy of our trust, we may cast him out and choose another. 
General m istrust ot political office-holders would, however, 
he thoroughly destructive of the system. 
It is one thing to argue that President .Johnson has created 
a “ credibility gap,” and that SOME others in government 
have followed suit. It is quite another m atter to contend that 
no politician in office is to be believed or trusted. 
The consequence of so broad a lack of trust in governing 
officials could only he, ultimately, the collapse of represents* 
live government and its replacement by something else. 
Unhappily for the present stability of the American form. 
many students, scholars, mem bers of the New Left and the 
Radical Right seem to De making such a dangerous case. 
Sounding very little different than the folk who complain 
that “ all politicians are crooks,” today’s extrem e critics shout 
that “ the system ” is m anaged by evil men who must, for 
society’s good. somehow he thwarted in their purposes. 
f'he people in public office are drawn from among us all. 
The\ are a good cross-section of society. 
To say that none of them is to be trusted is to say. in effect, 
that no one can he trusted 
What system of government could critics erect which would 
he any better, since inevitably it would have to draw upon 
the same badly flawed human m aterials? 
Vt base, the “ don't-trust-any body in-the system ” theme is 
a m assive cop out. Any political observer worth his salt, any­ 
one at all who has had any continuing contact with political 
ligures. knows that trust can fairly be reposed in countless 
numbers of them—men fundamentally 
honest, able, hard- 
w (irking, conscientious. 
\m ong their ranks, true, there are always some who do not 
merit trust or do not perform to proper standards of ability 
and energy. The inescapable burden upon the citizen, as the 
I bonser of his representative governing leaders, is to separate 
the good from the had. the able from the incompetent.

He Taught 'New System’ 
of 
ng to Indians 


N E W T O N , Kan. (A P ) 
“ Now is the time for all 
'good men to come to the 
aid of their country . . . ’ 
And so goes the old phrase 


used by so many while learning to 
type. 
In 1900. a Kansas school teacher. 
[Clarence E. Birch, took the phrase 
literally and developed a touch 
tem of typing to help educate In ­ 
dians at Haskell Indian 
Institute 
in Lawrence, Kan. 
In 1899, Birch had established 
the business training department at 
the institute. 
“ That was when some educators 
thought it was crazy to try to teach 
Indians anything.” he recalled 
"A s far as I know, those Indian 
boys and girls I taught at Haskell 
were the first persons to ever learn 
the touch system in Kansas.” 
In his business classes. 
Birch 
faced Indians for I he first lime in 
his life. 
“ I wasn't too sure of myself the 
first couple of days, " he recalled

ice. From the corner of my eye I 
noticed the grasshopper, an extra 
large green and yellow one, which 
could hop but not gel anyplace.

INSPIRING WORDS 
Prominent Virginian Henry Lee delivered the fol­ 
lowing funeral oration for his fallen contemporary 
and friend, George Washington. 
First in w ar, first in peace, and first in the hearts 
of his countrymen, he was second to none in the 
humble and endearing scenes of private life; pious, 
just, humane, temperate and sincere; jniform, 
dignified and commanding, his example was edify­ 
ing to all around him, as were the effects of that 
example lasting. 
To his equals he was condescending, to his in­ 
feriors kind, and to the dear object of his affec­ 
tions exemplarily tender; correct throughout, vice 
shaddered in his presence, and virtue always 
felt his fostering hand; the parity of his private 
character gave effulgence to his public virtues. 
His last scene comported with the whole tenor 
of his life — although in extrem e pain, not a 
sigh, not a groan escaped him; and with undis­ 
turbed euronity he closed his well-spent life. Such 
was the man Am erica has lost, such was the 
man for whom our nation mourns. 
Methinks I see his august Image, and I hear 
falling from his venerable lips these deep-sinking 
words; 
“ C ease, Sons of Am erica, lamenting our sep­ 
aration; go on, and confirm by your wisdom the 
fruits of our joint councils, joint efforts and com ­ 
mon dangers; reverence religion, diffuse knowl­ 
edge throughout your land, patronize the arts and 
sciences; let Liberty and Order be inseparable 
companions. Control party spirit, the bane of free 
governments; observe good faith to, and cultivate 
peace with, all nations... be Americans in thought, 
word and deed; thus will you give immortality to 
that union which was the constant object of my 
terrestrial labors; thus will you preserve un­ 
disturbed to the latest posterity the felicity of 
a people to me most dear, and thus will you sup­ 
ply (if my happiness is now aught to you) the only 
vacancy in the round of pure b liss high Heaven 
bestow s.” 
Among the most revered orations was that by 
young Patrick Henry on March 23, 1775 to the 
Virginia provincial convention to which he was a 
delegate. The Virginia House of B urgesses had 
been dissolved in 1774, and revolutionary spirit 
was rampant in the land. Patrick Henry reviewed 
the state of affairs between Britain and the Amer­ 
ican Colonies; 
sir, that we are weak, unable to 
formidable an adversary. 
But 
be stronger? 
Will it be the next 
week, or the next year? Will it be when we are 
totally disarm ed, and when a British guard shall 
be stationed in every hojse? 
Shall we gather 
strength 
by irresolution and inaction? Shall we 
acquire the means of effectual resistance lying 
supinely on our backs, and hugging the delusive 
phantom of Hope, until our enem ies shall have 
bound us hand and foot? 
Sir, we are not weak, 
if we make a proper use of those means which 
the God of nature hath placed in our power. Three 
m illions of people, armed in the holy cause of 
liberty, and in such a country as that which we 
p ossess, are invincible by any force which our 
enemy can send against us. B esides, sir, we shall 
not fight our battles alone. There is a Just God who 
presides over the destinies of nations; and who 
will raise up friends to fight our battles for us. 
The battle, sir, is not to the strong alone; it is 
to the vigilant, the active, the brave. B esides, 
sir we have no election. If we, the brave, were 
base enough to desite it, 
it is now too late to 
retire from the contest. There is no retreat but 
into 
subm ission and slavery! Our chains ars 
forged, their clanking may be heard on the plains 
of Boston! The war is inevitable, and let It come! 
I repeat it, sir, let it come! 
It is in vain* sir, to extenuate the matter. Gen­ 
tlem en may cry peace! peace! but there is no 
peace! The war is actually begun! The next gale 
that sweeps from the north will bring to our ears 
the clash of resounding arms! Our brethren are 
already in the field! Why stand we here idle?

There are som e who for varying reasons woald 
appease Red China. They are blind to history’s 
clear lesson, for history teaches with unmis­ 
takable em phasis that appeasement but begets new 
and bloodier war. It points to no single instance 
where the end has justified that means, where ap­ 
peasem ent has led to more than a sham peace. 
Like blackmail, it lays the basis for new and 
successively greater demands until, as in black­ 
mail, violence becomes the only other alterna­ 
tive. Why, my soldiers asked of me, surrender 
m ilitary advantages to an enemy in the field? I 
could not answer. 
Some may say to avoid spread of the conflict 
into an all-out war with China. Others, to avoid 
Soviet intervention. Neither explanation seem s 
valid, for China is already engaging with the 
maximum power it can com m it, and the Soviet 
w ill not necessarily mesh its actions with our 
m oves. Like 
a cobra any new enemy will more 
likely strike whenever it feels that the relativity 
in military or other potential is in its favor on a 
world-wide basis. 
The tragedy of Korea is further heightened by 
the fact that its military 
action is confined to 
its territorial 
lim its. 
It condemns that nation, 
wlvch it is our purpose to save, to suffer the de­ 
vastating impact of full naval and air bombard­ 
ment while the enemy’s sanctuaries are fully 
protected from such attack and devastation. 
Ot the nations of the world Korea alone, up to 
now, is the sole one which has risked its all 
against Communism. The magnificence of the 
courage and fortitude of the Korean people de­ 
fies description. They have chosen to risk death 
rather than slavery. Their last words to me were; 
“ Don’t scuttle the P acific.” 
I have jus? left our fighting sons in Korea. They 
have mot all tests there, and I can report to you 
without reservation 
that 
they are splendid in 
every way. It was my constant effort to preserve 
them and end this savage conflict honorably and 
with the least loss of tim e and a minimum sacri­ 
fice of life. Its growing bloodshed hun caused me 
the eepest anguish and anxiety. 
Those gallant 
men will remain often in my thoughts and in my 
prayers always. 
I am closing my 52 years of military service. 
When I joined the army, even before the turn of 
the century, it was the fulfillment of all of my 
boyish hopes and dream s. The world has turned 
over many tim es since I took the oath on the 
plain at West Point, and the hopes and dreams 
have long since vanished, but 
I still remember 
the refrain of one of the most 
popular ballads 
of that day which proclaimed most proudly that 
old soldier of that ballad, I now close my military 
career and just fade away, an old soldier who 
tried to do his duty. Good-by.

NO BOWING TO MOBS 
Even 
as 
the “ no-win” 
dements are opposed to the use 
of massive force to achieve an 
American victory in Vietnam, 
they 
are 
opposed to the 
employment of adequate police 
measures to restore law and 
order to the cities of America. 
Setting forth the “no-win” 
line cxi riots, Atty. Gen. Ramsey 
□ark recently told the American 
Society of Newspaper Editors: 
“I do not believe that the use of 
deadly force by law enforcement 
officers is permissible except in 
self-defense or when it is 
necessary to protect the lives of 
others.’’ 
Mr. 
dark’s statement in 
effect was a reply to Mayor 
Richard J. Daley of Chicago who 
had criticized his own police 
force far not shooting looters 
and arsonists. The Mayor issued 
orders that deadly force be used 
in future outbreaks of violence. 
The Attorney General’s weak 
argument was that shooting of 
looters could lead to a “very 
dangerous escalation” of racial 
violence in the cities. His world 
must have had a sweet sound to 
the apostles of street violence 
whose slogan is “bum, baby, 
bum.” They have had the ward 
from the chief law enforcement 
o f fi c er 
o f 
t he 
federal 
government that protecting the 
lives of looters and arsonists is 
more important than stoppling 
barbaric outbreaks in America’s 
towns and cities. 
In effect saying that the lives 
of lawbreakers come ahead of 
defense of property or the 
prevention of dasastrous fires. 
Mr. dark turns his back on 
every principle of law and 
practice of law enforcement. 
Shooting of looters always has 
been 
standard practice 
in 
America. Moreover, police are 
regularly authorized to shoot 
burglars or other persons who 
resist arrest or who are fleeing 
from the scene of a crime and 
will not stop, virtually disarmed? 
Mr. dark’s statement points to a 
whoiy new attitude regarding 
crimes against property. 
The illogic of mr. dark’s 
statement is underscored by the 
fact that a property owner is 
fully entitled undo- the law to 
use firearms to protect his 
property. If a homeowner or the 
owner of a store is legally 
entitled to shoot a looter or an 
a rso n ist, 
why 
should 
a 
policemen not have that right? 
Mr. dark’s statement carries 
the suggestion of a curious 
philosophy - the philosophy 
that property is not important. 
But ownership of property, in 
the American system, 
is a 
fundamental civil right. A home 
or a store is the product of an 
individual’s enterprise or the 
labor and savints of a number of 
people. Life’s struggle has gone 
into every private dwelling and 
business in this country. Society 
can’t just say “sorry about that” 
when a home or store is gutted 
or burned. Local government 
must not say to the taxpayer, 
“The money and effort you have 
(Alt into your property doesn't 
really have atty value. We have to 
be concerned that no harm 
befalls the youngster with the 
Molotov cocktail or the citizen 
with an armload of stolen 
shirts.” No, society can't operate 
on that philosophy and still be 
civilized. 
What deserves defense is, first 
of all, tile law-abiding citizen’s 
life, and thai the property of 
that type of good citizen. The 
law-breeks is entitled to only 


one thing from a responsible 
society - punishment for his 
misdeeds. And to be credible, 
local 
government 
has to 
prepared to use adequate force 
against lawbreakers. In the case 
of riots, credibility requires the 
use of deadly force. 
As for Mr. Clark’s fear of 
“ escalation,” that fear 
is 
shameful. Is the United States to 
admit that it is afraid to enforce 
the law, afraid to take rioters in 
hand? If this is the case, we are 
fast approaching a state of chaos 
in this country. We are virtually 
admitting that criminal elements 
have a 
veto 
on 
lawful 
government. A government that 
fears to crack down - and crack 
down hard - on rioters is a 
government that is about to fa)' 
and that is bowing to the 
dictates of street mobs. 
Obviously, 
government 
- 
federal, state or local - must not 
bow to the mob. If confronted 
with rising violence, it must 
meet that violence with lawful 
force in whatever amount is 
needed. Otherwise, anarchy will 
prevail. No one’s life, let along 
his property, will be safe if Atty. 
Clark’s policy prevails. 


SELF-APPOINTED 


DIPLOMATS 
Those of our citizens who are 
running back and forth to 
Hanoi, 
Moscow and 
other 
capitals, disclosing with officials, 
and making statements usually 
in opposition to the war in 
Vietnam and other matters 
relating to foreign affairs, are 
most certainly 
violating the 
Logan Act, 
and are acting 
affret the 
interest of our 
country. 
Any citizen has a right to 
discuss foreign affairs in our own 
country, but he has no right to 
try 
to 
influence

governments with reference to 
the 
foreign policy of our 
country. Taking part in any 
disputes 
or 
controversies 
foreign 
our government and 
goreign 
governments, 
or 
attempts to defeat the objectives 
of our government, are strictly 
prohibited by the Logan Act, 
which carries a fine of not more 
than $5,000, or imprisonment of 
not more than 3 years, or both. 
In spite of this dearly 
written law, we have a constant 
stream of private individuals - 
racial 
protestors, 
pacifists, 
senators, congressmen and other 
officials - going to Cuba, Latin 
America, Europe, Africa and 
Asia, making statements critical 
of the foreign policy of the 
United States, and conferring 
with officials of mu ny c«ftintrics, 
creating in their minds th*’ 
impression that the American 
people are divided and an* not 
wholeheartedly 
backing the 
foreign 
policy 
of 
their 
government. This ought not to 
be permitted. The Logan Act 
should be* enforced. Let us argue 
out our diffirnces here, but such 
activity should be stopped at the 
water’s edge. And no private 
citizen of our country should 
seek to undermine or nullify tin* 
foreign 
pol i c y 
of 
our 
government in its relationship to 
other governments.

Cantwell swerved to the left 
and while he was trying to get 
into reverse, two Viet Cong 
opened fire. One on our left had 
a burp gun, the one on the right 
an AK47. There were two other 
VC there in the background and 
the fifth, the commander as I 
learned later, was nearby.

I jumped to the left, staggered 
about IO yards, pretending I was 
hit, then fell. 
After the burst, I looked 
under my shoulder and could 
only see two others of the four.

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Critics to the Contrary, We 
C A N Trust Those We Elect

WASHINGTON (NKA) 
Today’s great stir over "credibility in government” reflects 
adversely not only upon some men in public office, but upon 
many American citizens who spread widely the notion that 
mistrust should be our watchword. 
' In the Saturday Keening Post, Daniel P. Moynihan, the 
urbanologist, quotes a Britisher as saying of the American 
approach to government that the "one all-important secret” 
we have is "the knowledge of how to trust one another.” 
Trust is indeed a root matter in our democratic system . We 
elect a president and U.S. senators to speak for us in the 
large, and a representative to attend to our narrower, more 
local concerns. Implicit in this process is the idea of trusting. 
If. in advance, we have reason not to trust an individual, 
presumably we do not elect him. If. in office, he proves un­ 
worthy of our trust, we may cast him out and choose another. 
General mistrust of political office-holders would, however, 
be thoroughly destructive of the system . 
It is one thing to argue that President Johnson has created 
a "credibility gap,” and that SOMK others in government 
have followed suit. It is quite another matter to contend that 
no politician in office is to be believed or trusted. 
The consequence of so broad a lack of trust In governing 
officials could only be, ultimately, the collapse of representa­ 
tive government and its replacement by something else. 
Unhappily for the present stability of the American form, 
many students, scholars, members of the New I .eft and the 
Radical Right seem to lie making such a dangerous case. 
Sounding very little different than the folk who complain 
that "all politicians are crooks." today’s extrem e critics shout 
that "the system ” is managed by evil men who must, for 
society’s good, somehow’ be thwarted in their purposes. 
The people in public office are drawn from among us all. 
They are a good cross-section of society. 
To say that none of them is to be trusted is to say, in effect. 
that no one can lie trusted 
What system of government could critics erect which would 
be any better, since inevitably it would have to draw upon 
the same badly flawed human materials? 
At base, the "don't-trust-an>body-in-the-system” theme is 
a massive cop out. Any political observer worth his salt, any­ 
one at all who has had any continuing contact with political 
figures, knows that trust can fairly be reposed in countless 
numbers of them—men fundamentally honest, able, hard­ 
working. conscientious. 
Among their ranks, true, there are always some who do not 
merit trust or do not perform to proper standards of ability 
and energy. The inescapable burden upon the citizen, as the 
chooser of his representative governing leaders, is to separate 
the good from the bad. the able from the incompetent. 
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Kdward Jenner’s great con­ 
tribution to medicine was the 
discovery of vaccination as a 
means of preventing sm all­ 
pox.

“That was when some educators 
thought it was crazy to try to teach 
Indians anything." he recalled 
“ As far as I know. those Indian 
boys and girls I taught al Haskell 
were the first persons to ever learn 
the touch system in Kansas." 
In his business classes. Birch 
faced Indians for the first time in 
his life. 
“ I wasn't lot* sure of myself the 
first couple of days." he recalled 
“ A grasshopper helped break the 
ice. Prom the corner of my eye I 
noticed the grasshopper, an extra 
large green and yellow one. which 
could hop hut not gel anyplace. 
“ I looked closer and saw why 
the hopper could make no progress. 
An almost invisible thread was tied 
to one of its legs. and the other end 
was held by Joe (iahnesquil, a (ull- 
hloodfrom a northern tribe Snick­ 
ers were arising from the class 
everytime the hopper soared about, 
then up and down, and I decided 
I'd better do something. 


“ ‘Joe.’ I said. *1 befieve you have 
given your pony too much rope 
better tie him a little closer.’ 
“The outburst of laughter was 
hilarious, hut Joe got rid of the 
hopper and the class got down to 
business. 
“ At that time there was much 
discussion of the new ‘piano’ or 
touch system of typing I was de­ 
termined to make this available to 
th?

ters. Birch’s method required stu­ 
dents to write complete words. 
“ The first typing touch system 
was developed by a native of Oma­ 
ha. a Mr. Van Sant,” Birch ex­ 
plained. “ He had published a small 
pamphlet on the subject. 
“ I figured I’d have to learn it be­ 
fore I could teach it. So I began 
blindfolding myself and orienting 
my fingers on the keys without 
peeking. I used all the fingers in­ 
stead of just two. 
“Somebody had supplied a hook 
at Haskell which said the third and 
fourth fingers were too weak to do 
any writing. I did not believe it. 
“ Blindfolding was not satisfac­ 
tory. so I began writing in the dark 
then taking the paper to the light 
to check my mistakes. 
“ By persistent efforts, I made 
progress and wrote for a time while 
just closing my eyes. 
“ It was hard to keep from look­ 
ing, hut I finally learned I began 
teaching a class what I'd learned 
“Others continued their old hunt 
and peck technique, but by the enc 
of a year the touch class was defeat 
mg the hit and miss writers in tests 
"By IWI, we had found one or 
two publications which we could 
use, hut I continued to figure out 
the practice exercises to use in my 
own classes at Haskell 
"When ‘The Thousand Com­ 
monest Words in the English l an­ 
guage' was published. I saw pos­
